About forty or fifty hands are at work in the
mine, avd so far, have sucoeedsd in making it
pay. OGreat excitement exista in the neigh-
borbood in consequence. The precious metal
is found in fine particles, embedded in a kind
of soapstone, which, when dried, is pulverized,
and then the gold fs washed out with a rocker,
